THAT UNUSED COURAGE 


A 


LL healthy persons are bom with a generous supply of courage stored 


away within them. Where it is we cannot exactly say, though we 


may speak of it as being well protected in the brain, or carefully se'aled 
within the heart. 


This courage doesn't exactly go to waste, for too many people wake 


up to its existence, who have lived a long life, but who have allowed their 
courage to lie mostly dormant. 
Then, with the sudden appearing of 


.some great emergency, this courage is reached for, and put to a grand 
and noble use! 


Note the almost superhuman courage of the common peasant, as he 


faces the cruel fangs of war about, to devastate all that he holds near 
and dear in life. At that moment all thought of.life itself disappears and 
but one purpose remains — to die, if need be. upon the last vestige, of 
his own courage. 


Every day there are demands made upon our courage — but nil too 


many of them are disregarded. 
We fear to take our courage out for 


exercise! 


It often takes courage merely to remain silent — especially when 


we are misjudged, or maligned. The highest form of courage is moral 
courage. It's the courage that does not falter, nor does it wither, in the 
face of any assault. 


If we would only use more of the courage that we possess we would 


do less complaining, we would envy less the good fortune of others, and 
we would face each day in happier mood. It takes so much move cour- 
age to live than it does to die. 


You can make use of that unused courage of yours to right some of
